Prince. Tuan Discards the Mask 
and Announces Himself 
Emperor 


ONDON, July 1o.—Accord- 
Tie to the Shanghai corre- 
spondent of The Express it 
is war to the knife between the 
dowager empress and Prince 
Tuan. Ina recent edict the latter 
boldly discards his mask and 
signs himself emperor. 

He warmly commends the 
prowess of “his faithful boxers” 
and in flowery language appeals 
to their cupidity and fanaticism. 

In the same decree Prince Tuan 
appoints Prince Tsuan, the “iron 
capped” Prince Tsaishan, his im- 
perial clansman, and Kang. Yi to 
command the three chief wings 
of the boxer army. 

Three hundred European refu- 
gees from Tien Tsin have arrived 
at Shanghai in a state of destitu-\ 
tion, after terrible suffering. _/ 

According to a special Che Foo 
dispatch the fighting around Tien 
Tsin on the 3d and 4th was the 
severest yet experienced. The 
British losses alone were thirty 
killed or wounded. 

The Chinese had 75,000 men dt- 
tacking simultaneously from the 
west, north and east and made ex- 
cellent practice with over one 
hundred guns. The defenders 
numbered 14,000 with scant sup- 
plies and it was only the presence 
of the newly arrived Japanese and 
Russian guns that prevented a 
disaster. 

One-Russian company of infan- 


_try, numbering 120 men, had 115 


killed or wounded. The German 
contingent also suffered heavily. 
By the evening of the 4th the sit- 
uation was very criti¢al. The-al- 
lies narrowly escaped total defeat. 
Providentially, when things were 
at their worst, a torrential rain- 
fall compelled the Chinese to re- 
tire. 

On July 6th the rain having 
abated the Chinese renewed the 
attack, opening fire on Tien Tsin 
with two batteries .of four-inch 
guns, but the allies, aided by two 
of H. M. S. Terrible’s 4.7 guns, | 
succeededin silencing the Chinese 
artillery,after eight hours of fight- 
ing. 

At Shanghai it seems now to be. 
the general belief that the date of 
the dispatch of July 3d, asserting 
that two legations were still 
standing was an error, either acci- 
dental or intentional. The cour- 
iers must have left Pekin at least 
five days earlier, making the real 
date of the message June 28th, 
while the alleged massacres are 
Said to have occurred on June 
goth. Until this point can be 
cleared up the greatest anxiety 
will be felt as to the fate of the 


Europeans.

Deadly Effect Upon the 
Allied Armies, 


IEN TSIN, Thursday, July 5.— 

Large forces of Chinese troops 

yesterday attacked settlement 
from two directions—one from west- 
ern arsenal and the other upon rail- 
way station on the opposite bank of 
the river. 

The Chinese evidently now have a 
more capable commandér. The at- 
tack from the arsenal was directed 
upon what is probably the weakest 
point of the defense, which has hith- 
erto not been pressed. 

The Chinese advanced on this side 
across an open plain without cover 
and the attack was easily repulsed 
by the British guns. The enemy 
made a simultaneous attack upon the 
station with a large infantry force, 
covered by the fire of eleven guns. 
The British replied with two of the 
Terriblé’s twelve-pounders and five 
smaller guns, while the combined 
forces of British, French, Russian 
and Japanese infantry moved out to 
deal with the Chinese infantry at- 
tacks. 

The Chinese artillery attack was 
excellent, and the allied troops suf- 
fered severely from a well directed 
shell fire. The Japanese, whose be- 
havior was splendid, executed a well 
conceived movement and succeeded 
in turning the Chinese left and driv- 
ing them from their strong position 
among the circle trenches.

BY BRYAN AND TOWNE AT LINCOLN 


“CONDITIONS FAVORABLE TO 
SPLENDID VICTORY”--BRYAN 


L INCOLN, NEB., July 1o.—At the ratification meeting 


Lincoln, Neb., July 10.—The {informal | 
opening of the presidential democratic 
campaign took plage in: Lincoln today. 

In two ratification meetings, one in the 
afternoon, conducted by the populists and 
silver republicang of Nebraska, and one 
this evening, conducted by the democrats, 
William Jennings Bryan, Charles A. 
Towne, General James B. Weaver and 
other leaders of the, parties, outlined the 
work of the campafgn im the interest of 
Bryan and Stevenson. 

Thirteen thousand people, a good 
proportion of them being from dis- 
tant points in the state, listened to 
the speeches and paid hcemage to the 
leaders of the parties to which they 
owed allegiance, nearly three thou- 
sand people packing the auditorium 
in the afternoon, while 10,000 gath- 
ered in the capitol grounds in the 
evening. 


Mr. Bryan and Mr. Towne spoke at 
both meetings, although it was their in- 
tention to deliver addresses only at the 
evening meeting, and their remarks, fore- 
casting, as they did, the fusion of the 
three parties on the democratic national 
ticket, was received with unbounded 
enthusiasm. 

Mr, Stevenson, who is Mr.Bryan’s guest, 
was somewhat indisposed, and did not ap- 
pear at the afternoon meeting. He was 
present at the evening meeting, however, 
and received an ovation.

Baden-Powell Reached Rustenburg 
July 8th and Found Public Con- 
fidence Restored—West of 
Rustenburg the Dis- 
trict Is Unsettled. 


London, July 10.—Lord Roberts has 

sent the following dispatch to the war 
_ office: 

“Pretoria, July 10.—Clements and Pa- 
get’s forces entered Bethlehem July 7th. 
The former, on nearing the town, sent 
in a flag of truce, demanding its surren- 
der, which was refused by Dewet. Paget, 
making a turned movement, succeeded 
in getting hold of the enemy’s most im- 
portant position, covering the town. This 
was earried before dark by the Mun- 
ster fusiliers and Yorkshire light in- 
fantry. This morning the attack was 
continued and by noon the town was in 
our possession and the enemy was in 
full retreat. 

“Our casualties were four officers and 
thirty-two men of the Munsters wound- 
ed, one missing; Captains McPherson and 
Weakes and Lieutenant Conway, severe- 
ly, and Lieutenant Boyd-Rochefort, .Scot- 
ttsh rifles, slightly wounded; seven men 
of the Yorkshires wounded; one killed; 
two wounded of the imperial yeomanry. 

“Paget reports that but for the accu- 
rate practice of theForty-elghth royal ar- 
tillery and the Fourth city imperial bat- 
teries the casualties would have been 
many more. 

; Rustenburg Is Quiet. 

“Baden-Powell reached Rustenburg 
during the evening of July 8th without 
opposition. He found all quiet there and 
public confidence satisfactory, thanks to 
the prompt and bold grasp of the situa- 
tion taken by Major Hanbury-Tracy. The 
district west of this is somewhat un- 
settled owing to the small force which 
atacked Rustenburg being still in that 
neighborhood. mEneeD 4 are being taken 
to meet this. 

“Further information regarding the 
capture of Bethlehem has now been re- 
ceived from Clements. He states that 
the country tere is broken and difficult. 
Consequently his and Paget’s cavalry 
were unable to make any wide turning 
movement. Clements attacked one posi- 
tion while Paget attacked another. - The 
position assailed by Clements was gal- 
lantly captured by the Royal Irish, who 
captured a gun of the Seventy-seventh 
battery lost at Stormberg. The list of 
casualties has not yet been received, 
but Clements states they are few, consid- 
ering the strength of the positions as- 
saulted. 

“Hunter's cavalry, under Broadwood, 
Teached Bethlehem July 8th. Hunter, 
with his main force, was within nine 
miles of the town when Clements @is- 
patched his reports.”

Sunday night a herd of cattle was stolen 
aud United States. marshals, who were 
after the desperados for other crimes, 
overtook them at the above named place 
and a pitched battle followed. Al] the 
parties, four desperados and three r- 
shals, were arméd with winchesters, 
tols and several rounds of ammunition. 
The fighting is said to have lasted about 
an hour, but none of the officers or des- 
perados’ names have yet been ascertained 
here. 

At the beginning of the fight one of the

NO TREATY, BUT AN UNDERSTANDING 


A Meeting of the Bundesrath Will 
Be Held Today To Inform the 
Members of the Condi- 
tions Existing in 
China. 


Berlfn, July 10.—The foreign office to- 
day informed the Associated Press that 
all the powers had consented to Japan 
taking a large force in China, but the 
stipulation was made beforehand that 
no powers could derive any advantage 
territorially from the fact of its having 
more troops in China than the others. 
The Japanese government has expressed 
perfect willingness to send troops under 
these terms. 

The foreign office denied the correct- 
ness of the statement of The St. Peters- 
burg Herald that Germany and Russia 
made a secret agreement last fall for 
common action in China, adding: 

“The relations between the two govern- 
ments have hitherto been so friendly 
and the agreement on China so com- 
plete that a treaty has been wholly un- 
necessary.” 

An official of the foreign office stated 
that the meeting of the foreign affairs 
committee of the bundesrath which will 
be held tomorrow will be purely for the 
purpose of informing the other German 
cabinets of the status of the China ques- 
tion and no decision will be taken. 

The North German Lloyd mail steamer 
Gera has been chartered by the ministry 
of marine for a hospital ship for use 
in Chinese waters, and the same com- 
pany’s new steamer Strassburg for trans- 
port sd@rvice there.” 

The postal authorities publish the an- 
nouncement .that the folléwing tele- 
graphic connections have been complete- 
ly interrupted: Pekin to Kalgan; Tien 


Tien Tsin to Taku via Helemapo and 
also Hong Kong to Maca, and Maiman- 
chin to Kilgan. 

A number of German postal officials will 
accompany the next’ transport to China 
to handle German mail with the troops 
in. the east. 


JAPS READY FOR LONG WAR. 


Mikado Has 23,000 Well Equipped 
Men Facing Chinese. 

London, July 10.—Tae Che Foo corres- 
pondent of The Express, telegraphing yes- 
terday (Tuesday), says: 

“The Japanese force is equipped 
with thirty-six heavy mortars and 
120 field guns and has pontoon and 
balloon sections. It is expected 
either Marshal Nodsu or Marshal 
Oyama will take command. The 
plan of campaign contemplates op- 
erations extending two or three years. 
A further force of 13,000 men will 
be landed at Taku a week hence and 
10,000 additional soon afterwards. 
Before the rainy season is well ad- 
vanced Japan hopes to have 63,000 
troops in China.”

Outside of the sailors and ma- 
rines of Admiral Kempff’s fleet the only 
United States forces now in China are 


the 1.350 officers and men of the Ninth 
infantry. which according to press dis- 
patches, arrived at Taku from Manila 
last Saturday. The!additional troops or- 
dered to the scene from Manila, accord- 
ine to General MacArthur's dispatch, 
will add a little over 1,000 to that force. 
The re-enforcements consist of two bat- 
talions of two companies each of the 
Fourteenth infantry, aegregating about 
900 men, and Captain Reilly’s battery of 
the Fifth artillery, ‘numbering men 
with six guns. The Third battalion of 
the Fourteenth infantry is now in the 
United States posted at Fort Brady ana 
Fort Wayne. 

The Philippine re-enforcements should 
arrive at Taku by the 20th. The trans- 
ports used for thig movement are large 
freight boats, ard while somewhat slow. 
are well adapted for the ptrpose. They 
will carry supplies and stores of all kinds 
sufficient for an army of 5,000 men for 
thres months. 

General MacArthur’s dispitch is inter- 

reted to mean that no more of the 
roops of his command can be withdrawn 
at present without detriment to the. ser- 
vice in the Philippines. In response to 
his request, he was authorized to trans- 
fer the troops in Samar to the depart- 
ment of southern Luzon. 

The transport Grant, which left San 
Francisco on the ist instant, with two 
squadrons of the Sixth cavalry and. a 
battalion of marines, is due at Nagasaki 
about the 30th instant. She undoubtedly 
will céntinue her voyge to Taku, where 
the troops she carries are much needed. 
The balance of the six thousand troops 
ordered to the Philippines to relieve the 
volunteer army will be forwarded as 
rapidly as possible between now and 


Christmas. 

The following schedule of transports 
sailing from San Francisco and their 
capacity has been prepared in the office 
of the quartermaster general: July 16th, 
Sumner, 840 men; August ist, Meade, 830 
men; August 16th, Hancock, 1,100 men; 
September ist, Warren, 1,280 men; Sep- 
tember 16th, Thomas, 770 men; October 
ist, Grant, 1,900 men; October 16th, Sheri- 
dan, 1,939 men; November ist, Sumner, 
840 men. 

In addition to these vessels it is ex- 
pected that the Sherman and Logan will 
be returned to this country at once to 
assist in the transfer of regular troops 
to the Philippines. But neither of them 
will be available for that service for at 
least thirty-five days, both of them now 
being on the other side of the ocean.

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NO ENUMERATORS — 
FOR CHURCH FACTS 


Director of the Census Issues an An- 
swer to Inquiries, 


SPECIAL INQUIRY NECESSARY 


Schedules Placed in Hands of Compe- 
tent Persons To Do the Work. 


REQUISITE PAPERS WERE SENT OUT 


Character of Buildings, Seating Ca- 
pacity, Pastors and Member- 
ship Are Desired. 


— 


Washington, July 10.—(Special.)—The 
director of the census has received many 
letters asking whether the religious sta- 
tistics of the population are to be taken 
in the present census, and if not, why 
not. The subject has also been discussed 
to a limited extent in the newspapers 
of the country. For these reasons it has 
been thought advisable to publish the 
following authoritative statement on the 
whole subject: 


“A very general misapprehension seems 
to exist regarding the methods by which 


1 the figures were obtatned in 1890 for the 


volume on the statistics of churches. 
They were not procured through the enu- 
merators. In an official circular, pub- 
lished October 1, 1889, it was said that 
‘This information cannot be gathered 
by the enumerators. * * It is neces- 
sary, therefore, to make church statistics 
a special inquiry, and they must be gath- 
ered chiefly by schedules placed in the 
hands of some competent person in each 
of the minor ecclesiastical subdivisions 
of the various churches.’ 

“In exact conformity with the language 
of this circular, schedules were prepared 
containing a line for each ‘organization’ 
reported, including churches without pas- 
tors, missions or stations, chapels, meet- 
ings, and societies. The questions asked 
related to the character of edifices occu- 
pied, their seating capacity, their value, 
and the number of communicants or 
church members. In the instructions for 
filling the schedules the word ‘communi- 
cant, was defined to embrace ‘all, with- 
out distinction of sex, who are privileged 
to participate in the ordinance of com- 
munion in denominations which observe 
it, and all members in other denomina- 
tions.’ In all denominations having ec- 
clesiastical systems which group local 
churches into associations, conferences, 
presbyteries or dioceses, the secretaries 
or clerks of the divisions were requested 
to furnish the information desired; in 
other cases communication was had with 
the local church direct, or some other 
method was adopted. 

“The government of the United States 


| does not concern itself with the religious 


inion of its citizens. It does not con- 
sider that it has any right to inquire 
into their hereditary or personal convic- 
tions regarding matters of faith, or into 
their ecclesiastical relations. Such an in- 
quiry addressed to individuals would be 
resented, and the information obtained, if 
the enumerators were instructed to ask 
this question, would: be so incomplete 
ane inaccurate as to be of little practical 
value. 

“The present census act divides tke 
inquiries to be made into two groups. 
The first of these incluues those subjects 
tion can be 


spondence, or by the use of _ special 
agents. The seventh question of the act 
restricts the first group to ‘inquiries 
relating to the population, to mortality, 
to the products of agriculture, and of 
manufacturing and mechanical establish- 
ments.’ The reports on these subjects 
are to be ‘published not later than July 1, 
1902.’ The eighth section provides that 
‘after the completion and return of the 
enumeration and of the work upon the 
schedules relating to the products of ag- 
riculture, and to manufacturing and me- 
chanical establishments provided for in 
section 7 of this act,’ that is, after July 
1, 1902, ‘the director of the census is 
hereby authorized to collect statistics re- 
lating to several subjects specified, of 
which one reads: ‘to religious bodies.’ 
Under the language of this section noth- 
ing can be done except in a preparatory 
way, with reference to the collection of 
religious statistics for the ensuing two 
years. It will be noted that at the expira- 
tion of that time the director is ‘author- 
ized,’ not required, to collect these special 
Statistics; so that the question whether 
they shall be collected or not is entirely 
within his official discretion. 

“The value of a religious census of the 
population of the United States is some- 
what problematical. The publication of 
the volume in which the statistics of 
churches are contained has exerted, so 
far as can be judged, no apprectable in- 
fluence upon the religious thought or life 
of the nation: This is not because the 
work was not well done. Probably no 
census report has ever been more thor- 
ough or accurate, within the essential 
limitations of the subject itself. It is a 
report on ‘religious bodies,’ whether 
Christian or non-Christian, including the 
worshipers in Chinese temples. Obvious- 
ly, therefore, the word ‘communicants’ 
does not apply to the members of all 
these bodies. The conditions of member- 
ship in the various bodies calling them- 
selves Christian vary so indefinitely that 
comparisons of denominational strength 
based upon nominal membership in the 
several churches cannot be otherwise 
than misleading. There are religious de- 
nominations in which children born of 
parents connected with tHose organiza- 
tions are birthright members of them. 
without baptism, confirmation, or an 
personal profession of religious faith. Ad- 
mission to other churches is by baptism 
and confirmation, or by confirma«con af- 
ter baptism, or by profession of personal 
belief in the doctrines contained in a par- 
ticular creed and a promise of obedience 
to the authority vested in the ecclesi- 
astical organization. In comparing the 
statistics of membership in one religious 
body wit those in another, therefore, we 
are comparing things which are so dis- 
similar as to elude comparison. We are 
attempting to reduce to a common de- 
nominator figures which have no ccgi- 
mon denominator. The attempt to esti- 
mate the strength of a religious denom- 
ination by the number of sittings in the 
churches is also misleading, since in the 
Roman Catholic churches the same edi- 
fice is used by different worshipers at 
different hours of the day, while in the 
Sabedie tc ca generally the seating

Columbia, 8. C., July 10.—(Special.)—A 
marriage contract has been annulled by 
a South Carolina court, a practical di- 
vorce, after the parties had been man 
and wife for a little over one year. 

Miss Fannie V. Littlejohn and Rev. 
Stephen A. Nettles were married June 
25, 1899. Mr. Nettles had been a promi- 
nent figure in South Carolina politics 
before entering the ministry. For years 
he was editor of a paper in Darlingtan 
and, taking an active part in the reform 
movement, was sent to the house and 
then to the’ senate. He was a strong 
prohibitionist, but gave his support to 
the dispensary a8 a practical road to pro- 
hibition and was the author of the dis- 
pensary bifl known as the ‘“‘Nettles com- 
promise.”’ 

On the death of his first wife Mr. Net- 
tles retired from politics and journalism 
and went into the ministry, being now a 
presiding elaer in tne Methodist church. 
He married a second time some years 
ago and the marriage last June was the 
third. 

The case was heard in open court by 
Judge Aldrich. The action was brought 
by Mrs. Nettles on the ground that at 
the time of the marriage her mind was 
so much impaired by reason of a serious 
physical ailment that she was incapable 
of understanding or carrying out the 
marriage contract. Soon after marriage 
she was placed under a specialist and 
her mind restored, and she related that 
now she did not wish to carry out her 
part of the contract. Mr. Nettles had 
treated her kindly, but she would not 
assume to him the relationship of a 
wife. 

The plaintiff was represented by two 
prominent lawyers, while the husband, 
who appeared as the defendant, had one 
of the abiest counsel in the state. He 
resisted the appeal for annullment. 

Judge Aidrich held that under vue evi- 
dence the contract was, in the eyes of 
the law, no contract, and he so ad- 
judged.

NATIONAL UNIVERSITY {IS FAVORED 


Teachers Believe the National School 
Should Be Erected in Washington 
by Smithsonian Institution. 


Charleston, 8. C., July 10.—The 018 Pal- 
metto state and Charleston, hospitable 
and historic, today gave official we!come 
to the National Educational Assoctation 
at the opening session of its annual con- 
vention. About 2,000 delegates were pres- 
ent in the Thomson auditorium when 
Chairman Welch, of the local executive 
committee, called the convention to order 
shortly before 4 o’clock, 

Governor A. B, McSweeney greeted the 
delegates for the gptate. The governor 
said, among other things: 

“The soldier is abroad even in this day 
of civilization and enlightenment. There 
are those who claim that ft !s our duty to 
carry civilization and Christianity to the 
heathen, even though we have to open the 
way with leaden bullets. It seems that 
we are about on the verge of another war. 
It may be the hand of providence to carry 
our civi.ization to the uttermost parts of 
the earth. We have with us. howfver, 
another personage more important in 
maintaining our civilization than the gol- 
dier—the school master.”’ 

Hion. J. AdGg>r Smythe, Charleston's 
mayor, gave the delegates a word of wel- 
come for the city, and after a’number of 
speeches by prominent educators from 
various parts of the country, President O. 
T, Corson delivered his: annual: address. ; 

A brief session was held tonight, at 
which a paper on the small college and 
its work in the past was read by Presi- 
dent W. O. Thompson, Ohio State Uni- 
versity, Columbus, O. 

President W.°O. Harper read a. brief 
paper on the prospects of the small col- 
lege. Professor Harper thought the 
growth and life of the small 
colleges were guaranteed by many 
factors, chief among which were 
the conservatism of the educational 
tradition, the common belief in the great- 
er advantages gained.

The idea‘ seemed to prevail that 
President Harper’s report was really the 
report of the committee, but he was par- 
ticulariy emphatic in his statement that 
his remarks were strictly his personal ob- 
servations and conclusions.

President James B. Baker, of the Uni- 
versity of Colorado, thought the present 
discussion unfavorable. He criticised the 
committee for not having requested the 
views of the presidents of the state col- 
leges and universities generally. 

The report of President Harper was re- 
ceived by the council, but the committee 
was continued.

Status of the Street Car Operative. 
The numerous strikes of street car 
operatives all over the world indicate 
not so much an ordinary conflict be- 
tween capital and labor as the effort 
of an entirely new business to fix its 
place in the economy of existence. 

The big strikes in New York and 
Cleveland have not been - forgotten. 
The one which has been re-eStablished 
after a play for settlement In St. Louis 
has furnished many tragedies, In Ber- 
lin 5,000 street car employees have 
been on a strike. They demand that 
wages for drivers and conductors be 
fixed at $23.80 per month, tebe-increas- 
ed to $35.70 in five years; for car clean- 
ers, stablemen, switchmen, daily wages 
of 83 1-8 cents, to be increased.to $1.07 


|in four years; the hours of a day’s la- 


bor to be nine, including two pauses for 
rest of three-fourths of an hour in all: 
a free day with full pay to be given 
each week, and for every employee who 
has been with the company for more 
than six months an annual vacation of 
ten days; the stopping time at the 
terminal stations to be twelve min- 
utes, They demand a pension fund. The 
question of being entitled to a pension 
shall be left to a committee composed 
in equal numbers of representatives of 
the employees and of the directors of 
the company. New employees shall be 
taken from the central union. An agree- 
ment has been reached on the follow- 
ing conditions: The pension fund will 
be in force at once; the hours of labor 
shall be nine per day for drivers and 
eleven for conductors; a cOmmittee will 
be established at each station for the 
purpose of apprising the directors of 
the wishes of the employees and to act 
as arbitrators; wages will begin with 
$20.23 per mdnth, fncrease to $21.42 af- 
ter six months, and rise till after twen- 
ty years’ service the maximum of $28.56 
has been reached. Extra hours will be 
paid for at the rate of 12 cents, 

These demands and concessions will 
furnish some new ideas to the street 
car operatives of this country, which 
we will hear from in some future 
strike. \

Switzerland’s New Ambition. 

Annexation to the United States of 
America, strange as it may appear, is 
now being discussed in Switzerland. 

Consul General Guenther. stationed 
at Frankfort, says that. according to 
the Swiss press, the protective tariffs 
of European countries exclude the 
products of Switzerland, whoge indus- 
tries find support only in free trade 
England. The proposition mooted in 
some quarters to create a tariff union 
between Great Britain and her colonieg 
is regarded with apprehension. Such 
action, it is said, would involve Switz- 
erland in industrial ruin. Statesmen 
are inclined to seek for an alliance of 
Switzerland with some foreign coun- 
try. It is in this connection that The 
Allgemeine Schweizer Zeitung sug- 
gests the United States. It says: 

In spite of dark eides which are also 
found there, the United States is full of 
the air of freedom. Switzerland would 
lose nothing if she should become a state 
of the United States of America. It fs a 
well-known fact that the sevetal states of 
the American union are much more inde- 
pendent than the several cantons of 
Switzerland, and our country, by such an 
alliance, would sacrifice none of her liber- 
ties. All she would have to do would be 
to send her representatives to Washing- 
ton. Economically. and politically she 
would gain everything. 

It remains to be seen what the Ameri- 
cans would say about an alliance with 
Switzerland. For a long time they have 
tried to gain a foothold in Europe. Every 
citizen of Switzerland who has the wel- 
fare of his country at hear? should pon- 
der this alliance. 

If ever the United States could get 
intrenched in the Alps al] continents 
would bow to our authority and im- 
perialism would take on a decidedly 
massive look.

Danger of the Missionaries. 

The criticisms of the remarks at- 
tributed to Lord Salisbury concerning 
the missionaries in China appear ta 
have been based upon a partial report 
of what he did say. 

Lord Salisbury noticed the promt- 
nence of the missionaries in the trou- 
bles, only to show that they are the 
victims of an unfortunate prejudice 
which looks upon them as the advance 
agents of another flag rather than as 
the aposties of a scheme of religious 
belief. Said he: 

You observe that all the people who are 
slaughtered are Christians. Do you im- 
agine that they are slaughtered simply 
because the Chinese dislike thelr religion? 
There is no nation in the world so indif- 
ferent to the subject of reMgion as the 
Chinese. It is because they and other na- 
tions have got the idea that missionary 
work is a mere tnstrument of the secu- 
lar government fn order to achieve the 
objects it hag in view. That igs g most 
dangerous and terrible snare. I need not 
say it is utterly unjust, and that no men 
could be more devoted, more free from 
secondary motives, than the missionaries 
who leave these shores: but the fact that 
it is so does not diminish the reality of 
the danger which arises from the sus- 
picion—a suspicion whose operation you 
now see in such terrible and blood-stained 
characters at the moment when I speak 
to you. 

The condition which Lord Salisbury 
paints is only too true, and it must 
remain as a disadvantage to the mis- 
sionaries until it is removed: WUnfor- 
tunately it is the governments of the 
very countries from which the mis- 
Sionaries come which are responsi- 
‘ple for much that has happened. They 
make use of the presence of the mis- 
sionary, and assuming to be his pro- 
tector, use this cloak for other designs. 

If the missionary could shake off the 
political leach who follows him there 
would be a vast improvement.

He is brave because he is true 
and sincere, and is not afraid to meet the 
issue, for he believes it is right.

Deed Conveying Valuable Property 
from Mrs. Lowe to Her Chil- 
dren Filed Yesterday. 

The deed conveying land on Peters

RESULT OF FOX RESOLUTION 


Commissioner Clalmed Reporters Stirred 
Up Trouble In Force 


PUBLIC DEBARRED FROM THE NEWS 


Chief Manly Formerly Stated He 
Was in Favor of Giving News- 
paper Men Free Access 
to the Official 
Records. 


Back in the dark vault of the station 
sergeant the state docket was hid away 
all day yesterday, and none of the re- 
porters who went to the police barracks 
for news were allowed to-look upon its 


pages. * 


For many years the reporters who get. 


the police news for the papers have been 
permitted to see the state. ducket upon 
which all the cases are booked when crim- 
inals are cavght. There was an undef- 
standing between the police authorities 
and the reporters that no news from the 
state docket was to be published until the 
officers had worked up the Cases and gave 
permission for such publication. 

This agreement has never been violated. 

When Chief Manly returned from a trip 
to Washington, about a year\ ago, he 
stated that he had been struck with the 
way in which the police authorities treat- 


‘ed the newspaper men. 


“The chief of police of Washington,” 
said Chief Manly, “permitted the re- 
porters to see all of his books and papers, 
telling them what cases were ready to be 
given out. tHe.told me he had never had 
any trouble, and no reporter ever violated 
the confidence placed in himnm. That is the 
way for the pclice department of Atlanta 
to deal with cur reporters, whom I have 
always foung-to be men worthy of every 
confidence.” ini 

It has been reported-that Chief Manly 
instigated the passing of the resolution 
which was introduced by Commissioner 
Fox Monday night which resulted in the 
state docket beirg placedunder lock and 
key in order that the reporters might not 
have access to it. This Chief Manly de- 


nies. 

Certain matters relating to alleged ir- 
regularities in the police department were 
given publicity recently, and out of this 
grew some investigations. The chief was 
called upon to explain, and the newsypa- 
pers published all the facts. One matter 
was believed to have had the light turned 
on it by the reporters seeing names and 
entries on the police dockets. Al] this 
may or may not have had something to 
do with the Fox resolution. Everything 
published was such news as the public 
was entitied to. 

Commissioner Fox publicly stated that 
he had been informed the reporters were 
Fublishing all sorts of matters which kept 
affairs “stirred up,” and that he thought 
it was time to “shut the reporters out.” 

Another commissioner. stated that 
“shutting the reporters out” was shutting 
the newspapets out, and that meant shut- 
ting the people out, as the newspapers 
were the cniy means the people had of 
ascertaining what public officialg did, 

Rule 80, which the Fox resolution called 
upon the chief of police to enforce, is as 
tollows: 

“There shall be kept by station house 
keepers two books to be used as dock- 
ets—one in which all city cases shall 
be entered, and one in which all state 
Cases shall be entered. The book in 
which the state cases are docketed 
shall be kept under lock and key, and 
the station house keepers will not al- 
low any cne to have access to this 

book without special instruction from 
the chief of police or board of com- 

Mmisalonais.” 


The Rule Not Violated. 

The station sergeants have not violated 
this rule, which was always understood 
to apply to outsiders who wished to see 
the book for the purpose of interfering 
With cases docketed or to inform criminais 
on the outside, er 

Chief Manly gave the reporters written 
Permits to see the state docket nearly 
two years ago, and no complaint has 
been made about the trust being abused. 

So far from this, the police every day 
ask the reporters to publisH state cases in 
order to assist them in convicting crim- 
inala. 

Chief Manly was seen by a reporter of 
The Constitution yesterday and asked if 
he intended to give the newspaper men 
permission to see the state docket, and he 
replied: 

“I will attend to the matter day after 
tomorrow.”

Court of Last Resort Upholds Judge. 


Lumpkin in Contempt Case. 


LOONEY TOO ILL TO SERVE HIS TERM 


A Strong Fight Was Made by: Detec- 
tive’s Counsel To Reverse the 
Superior Court Decision. 


Detective Dave Looney, the former head 
of a private detective agency of this city, 
who was sentenced to a term of twenty 
days in the county jail for contempt of 
court, has failed to establish the-error of 
the court in that sentence, and according 
to the decision of the supreme court ren- 
dered yesterday, he must pay'the penalty 


imposed. 

A strong effort has been made by Loo- 
ney’s counsel, Rosser & Carter, to set 
aside the sentence of Judge Lumpkin, and 
to keep their client out of jail, but the 
gupreme court has upheld the lower court 
and nothing !s left for the former detec- 
tive but to beg!n his term of gservice. 

Detective Looney, with W. A. Bradley, 
was charged with having approached T: 
J. Penn, one of the jurors in zhe Mattle 
Adams will case, for the purpose of buy- 
ing him up. The attorneys on ‘both sides 
of tha case were in turn appDoached by 
the detectives, and through them the Loo- 
ney-Bradley proposition camefto the ears 
of the court. 

Both Bradley and Looney i:gave bond, 
after which Bradley left for parts un- 
known, and hag since not been heard 
from, while Looney came to trial, and at 
this hearing he was sentenced by Judge 
Lumpkin to serve twenty days in tne Ful- 
ton county jail for contempt of court, 

Detective Looney is said to be il] at his 
.bome in this city, and unable, without 
considerable danger to his health, to. be- 
gin hisserm of service. Theremittiture of 
the supreme court willynot be sent down 
for at least ten days, and at the end of 
that time it is believed) Looney will be in 
condition to go to jail. 

The decision of the supreme court in 
the Looney case is an important one, as it 
deals with a subject on which there ar 
few former decisions. Theopinion of the 
court is as follows: ; 

‘The power to punish is inherent In ev- 
ery court of record. If the court is cre- 
ated by the constitution, the legislature 
cannot, without express constitutional au- 
thority, define what are contempts and de- 
clare the court sinmall have jurisdiction 
over no acts except those specified. 

“The provision of the constitution which 
declares that ‘the »~ower of the courts to 

nish for contempts ghall be limited by 
egislative acts’ does not conter such au- 
thority, but onlv the power to prescribe 
the punishment, after conviction. Conse- 
quently, section 4046 of the civil codg in so 
far as it seeks to limit the jurisdiction of 
a constitutiona] court to punish comtempts 
to certain specified acts, is not binding 
upon such courts. They may go beyond 
the gzavisions and enforce their consti- 
tutional powers, by treating as contempts 
acts which clearly invade thern. 

“That a given act may be imdictable 
does not deprive a court of the power of 
dealing with it as a contempt of court.

677. Bryson, administratrix, v. Scott. Before 

Judge Lumpkin. Fulton superior court. 

Cobb, J.—Suit was brought in a justice’s 
court against an administrator as such, seeking 
a judgment binding the assets of the deceased. 
The defendant pleaded no assets, and plene 
administravit. The finding upon these pleas 
was against the defendant, and judgment was 
rendered by the justice in favor of the plaintiff 
for the amount sued for, to be satisfied of the 
assets of the deceased, if to be found; if not 
to be found, then of the assets of the defendant 
personally. The defendant entered an appeal 
to a jury in the justice’s court from so much 
of the judgment as affected the assets of the 
estate, and neither paid the costs nor gave 
rr for the eventual condemnation money.

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COTTON CROP CONDITION 


IS WORST IN MANY YEARS 


Washington, July 10.—The monthly report of the government 
statistician shows the average condition of cotton on July ist to have 
been 75.8, as compared with 82.5 last month; 87.8 on July 1, 1899; 
91.2 at the corresponding date in 1898, and a ten-year average of 87.9. 


The condition In the principal states is reported as follows: 
North Carolina 89; South Carolina 79; Georgia 74; Florida 78; Alabama 70; 
Mississippi 64; Louisiana 81; Texas 78; Arkansas 78; Tennessee 76; Oklahoma 82; 


Indian Territory 96. 


While there was some improvement during June in North Carolina, Texas, 
Oklahoma and Indian Territory, amounting to 3, 7, 7 and 12 points respectively, 
there was a decline of 6 points in South Carolina, 7 n Louisiana, 10 in Ten- 
nesse, 12 in Arkansas, 15 in Georgia, 17 in Alabama and 21 in Mississippi. 

With the exception of North Carolina, where the average condition on July 
Ist was 2 points above the mean of the July ajverages in that state for the 
last ten years, and Indian Territory, where the figures available for compari- 
son cover only three years, the condition throughout the entire cotton belt 
compares unfavorably with the ten year averages, Louisiana being 7, South 
Carolina and Texas 10, Arkansas 11, Tennessee 12, Georgia 13, Alabama 18 and 

' Mississippi 24 points below their respective ten year averages. 
Not only was the condition on July Ist for the cotton region as a 


whole the lowest July condition on record, but in Georgia, Florida, 
Alabama and Mississippi was the lowest in the entire period of thirty- 
four years for which records are available, while in Tennessee it was 
the lowest with one exception, and in South Carolina, Texas and Ar- 
kansas the lowest with two exceptions in the same period of thirty- 


four years.

RAILROAD STOCKS WELL TAKEN 


News of the Day Was Generally of 
a More Bullish Character Than 
of Late and the Market 
Closed Firm Near 
the Top. 


New York, July 10.—The stock market wns 


rather dull today, but compared with yester- 
day’s semi-stagnation it had an appearance of 
considerable animation. The large increases 
in the prices of stocks which resulted from 
dealings are a striking 
evidence of the small floating supply of stocks 
now offering insthe market. The opening deal- 
ings were on an.extremely small scale, but 
the markét gained strength and volume as the 
day progressed. The railroad stocks ‘were es- 
pecially well taken, but the industrials and 
specialties had their full share in the strength 
of the day’s market. The list of securities dealt 
in showed a considerable lengthening over that 
for some time past. A number of factors co- 
operated to cause the advance in prices. The 
excellent resistance offered yesterday in the 
face of the violent decline and heavy liquida- 
tion in Brooklyn Rapid Transit was in itse!f 
& motive for advancing prices on the present 
profesfional traders, whose constant aim is to 
see prices move and who only need to see 
the impossibility demonstrated of a movement 
in one direction to start a movement in another 
direction. The conviction that the monthly 
crop report would show a material improvement 
in the conditions not only in the spring wheat 
belt, but in those portions of the winter wheat 
belt which had suffered from too much rain, 
played a large part in the day’s advance and 
large short lines were covered in the stocks 
of all the grain carrying roads. The vorifer- 
ous alarm over the corn crop professed by sor 
of the crop experts was evidently viewed ‘with 
skepticism by Wall street, and the corn-carry- 
ing grangers shared in the general atrength. 
The widely disseminated reports of an open 
competition between the great steel compa- 
nies was a subject of rather quizzical indif- 
ference on the part of professional operators, 
as was testified to by the late general advance 
in the steel stocks. The more cheerful tone 
in the foreign markets in response to the bet- 
ter news from China had a@ larger influence in 
this market than news from that source has 
had previously. The better tone in Berlin was 
especially marked, and doubtless the buying 
back of Americans sold last week from that cen- 
ter accounted for the special strength of the 
Pacifics and other Berlin favorites. The strong 
weekly statement of the perial Bank of Ger- 
many, showing a heavy contraction both in 
loans and note issue and a substantial gain in 
cash, showed the measure of the recuperation 
of the financial situation effected in Berlin. 
The continued drain on the gold resources of 
the Bank of England causes surmise as to 
the possibility of gold going from New York 
this week, but a rise in sterling at Paris today 
showed a relaxation of the principal strajn 
on the English market.

IMPROVEMENT IS MARKED’ 


Further Improvement in Condition 
Will Probably Occur Next Week. 


THE NEED OF SHOWERS IS BEING FELT 


With This Exception, However, the 
Crops of Georgia Are in Splen- 
did Condition at Present. 


The crop bulletin for the week ending 
July 9th shows a marked improvement 
in tthe crop conditions throughout the 
state, 

Dry and fair weather has enabled the 
farmers to give the flelds the proper at- 
tention and rid them of grass, which 
|} for a while promised to prove destruc- 
tive. : 

Despite the heavy rains of June the 
neel of showers is felt in southern coun- 
ties. The bulletin follows: : 

With a week of fair -and .hot, sultry 
weather, the crop prospects have bright- 
ened to a considerable extent, and 4 
further improvement will doubtless re- 
sult if seasonable showers are forthcoin- 
ing during the next week or so. The 
conditions of the past week were excep- 
tionally favorable for killing grass and 
weeds, and much was accomplished in 
tthis line Notwithstanding the heavy. 
rains of June, the need of a few showers 
is now being felt, particularly in the 
more southern counties. Upland corn is 
progressing well, but many bottom fields 
are reported’ beyond recovery. Cotton 
shows a slight improvement, and has re- 
ceived much needed working. It is, how- 
ever, fruiting slowly, and the forms ar 
small. Wheat threshing has gone on with 
a rush, and the genera] condition of the 
crop is better than anticipated. Melons 
are below normal, but peas, potatoes and 
cane are thriving. Early rice is heading 
out. Late peaches were not injured to 
any great extent by the June rains. 

Northern Section. 

Bartow—Fair and hot weather; much 
work done this week; cotton much. im- 
proved where worked out; wheat thresh- 
ing awaiting dtying ‘in the shocks, and 
will soon become general.

John I. Pennington, ex-governor of Da- 
kota Territory, was one of the most prom- 
inent men in the south.

He was the father of the late 
Jack Pennington, of Atlanta, one of the 
brightest young newspaper men in the 
south. 

John L. Pennington was born in Wake 
county, N. C. His early education was ob- 
tained in a printing office, and he adopted 
the newspaper business as a matter of 
course. At one time he was the editor of 
The Columbian, of Columbia, Ss. C. Later 
he moved to Newberne, N. C., and estab- 
lished The Daily Progress, which he con- 
ducted until the capture of that city by 
the federals in March, 1862. After this he 
emigrated to Raleigh, resuming the publi- 
cation of his paper in that city. In June, 
1866, he moved to Lee county, A'tabama, 
and began life anew as a farmer. He 
was a member of the leelslature of that 
state and held other prominent offices. In 
1873 he was appointed territorial governor 
of Dakota, a position he held with honor 
and credit for four years. Later he was 
collector of internal revenue. 

In 1891 he again moved south Since that 
time he lived at Knoxville, Atlanta and 
Anniston, Ala. Although a republican 
in politics, he enjoyed the warm friend- 
ship of the dé@mocratic party leaders in 
Alabama. His death was greatly re- 
gretted. ve

Police Commissioner Amos Fox request- 
ed The Constitution to state correctly his 
position on the debt-paying question in 
the police department.
